Dallas, Tex., December 3.— Screams of 
agony brought policemen to a saloon in 
East Dallas this morning about 1:30 
o'clock. Seated in a chair, unable to 
move, was a man whose garments wert a 
mass of flames. Standing behind the bar. 
calmly smoking cigars as they watched 
their fellow being roast to death, were 
two men. 

Bring some water here, quick!’ shouted 
an officer, | 55 

“Get it yourself.“ retorted one of the 
men. “Let him die. What's the use of 
worrying over him?“ 

One of the officers took off his coat and 
with it beat out the fire. The man was 
sent to the city hospital, where he died at 
6 o'clock this morning. Soon after his 
arrival there the two men who were in 
the barroom were brought before him 
for identification. Then it was that the 
discovery was made that his eyes had 
been burned out. 

He was Pate Bain, for many years a 
constable at Garland, in this county. It 
is claimed by the officers that Bain was 
drugged and as he reclined in a chair 
unconscious a quantity of turpentine was 
poured over him and a match applied. The 
man was literally roasted. When the 
heart and pain had partally revived him 
he called piteously for help, and when 
none came he screamed and attracted the 
officers. 0 

When news of the outrage became wide- 
spread the greatest indignation was ex- 
pressed, The two suspects are in the city 


‘jail, which ta guarded by deputies. They 


refuse to talk and no cAuse is known for 
the crime. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock tonight a mob of 
fifteen or twenty men called at the jail 
and demanded the prisoners of the jadlec. 

The jailer swore that they were not in 
his possession. They had been taken to 
Fort Worth early in the evening, he ag- 
gured them. 

„Woll.“ said the leader of the mob, if 
we catoh them we'll burn, them.“ 

The names of the two men arrested for 
the crime are Eygene Faulkner and J. W. 
Chapman.

Washington, December 3.—The national 
convention of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union was called to order at 
the Lafayette theater this morning.

Republican Senators Resolve To Put 
the Measure Through. 

Washington, December 3.—The republl- 
can senatorial committee on order of 
busineas this afternoon decided that the 
ship subsidy bill should displace the 
Spooner Philippine bill as the unfiniahed 
business. It also decided that the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty should receive alter- 
nate attention with the shipping bill. The 
arrangement provides that the shipping 
bill shall have preference, but when no 
one la prepared to make a speech on it, 
the senate shall go into executive session 
for the consideration of the treaty. 
Senator Morgan's Nicamauan canal bill 
received some consideration. The opinion 
was generally expressed that it should 
wait upon the senate's action on the 
treaty. 

The committee also discussed the pos- 
sibility of democratic opposition to the 
subeidv bill. Some of the members hai 
talked with democratic senators who ex- 
pressed the opinion that there would be 
no effort to prevent this ‘legistation by 
factional opposition, though they expect 
a number of speeches against it.

The action of the house today will prac- 
tically settle depot legislation.for the 
present seasion. The two bHis by Rep- 
resentative King, of Fulton, bearing on 
the depot problem will be placed on their 
passage after a debate to begin at 9 
o'clock and ending in the call for the 
previous question at 1 o'clock. The house 
has ‘signified its readiness for the issue 
by arranging the special order for this 
morning, but it came to light yesterday 
that the opposition will begin its fight by 
demanding more time in which to consider 
the pending measures. The house has 
been notified, however, that any further 
delay would preclude the possibility of 
depot legislation at this session, and un- 
der the agreement with the railroads on 
which the depot bill has been based, the 


general assembly must determine at this 


session what it proposes to do, since un- 
der that agreement the depot must be in 
course of erection by the close of 1901. 
The depot measure has been exploited in 
every possible way since the opening of 
the session and the members of the house 
are probably more familiar with its pro- 
Visions than with any measure so far 
acted upon. 

The impression prevails that the house 
will not favorably consider the attempt 
to be made by the opponents of the new 
station to delay action. 

The debate for the improyement of the 
state's terminal property will be led by 
Representative King, of Fulton, 
Chairman Bower, of the committee on the 
Western and Atlantic. No definite ar- 
rangement has been made, but it is prob- 
able that Representatives Everett of 
Stewart, Wight of Dougherty, Park of 
Greene, Steed of Taylor, Blaton of Ful- 
ton, Hitch of Chatham, Miller of Musco- 
gee, and Hawes of Elbert, will take the 
floor in advocacy of the depet and perma- 
nent improvement. The time to be al- 
lowed each speaker will be arranged by 
the leaders this morning.’ 

The Opposition Is Strong. 

The forces opposed to the state im- 
proving its terminal property will be 
marshaled by Representative Hall, of 
Bibb, whose protest against the depot 
has probably been more emphatic and 
unyielding than that of any other mem- 
ber. It is expected that Representatives 
Copeland of Walker, Thompson of Dooly, 
Mitchell of Thomas, and several others 
equally prominent will take the floor 
against the passage of the bill. Repre- 
sentative Thompson, of Dooly, stated yes- 
terday that he was not opposed to the 
depot and that the more he studied the 
bill the more he thought of the business 
proposition for the state contained in it. 
His opposition is based on a doubt as 


to the constitutionality of applying the 


public property fund to the purposes pro- 
posed. The facts show, however, that the 
fund has been used several times before 
for similar purposes. In addition to this, 
the attorney géneral has held in a written 
opinion that its use is legal and constitu- 
tional. 

Unless another postponement is granted 
by the house the result of the depot issue 
will be known before night. The senate 
is yet to act, but K is belleved that the 
sentiment in that body is overwhelmingly 
for the depot.

Widespread Demand for 
Its Erection by State 


THE EDITORS SHOW HOW 
PROPOSITION s REGARDED 


Majority of Elitors in Georgia Hold 
State Should Protect Its Atlenta 
Property at All Events. 
Matter Acted Upon 
Today.

The Constitution presents herewith ex- 
pressions from a \number of the most 
prominent weekly newspapera of the state 
in reference to the proposition that the 
state improve the Atlanta terminal of its 
railroad property by building on it a new 
union depot for which it would receive 
in rentals 6 per cent of the amount in- 
vested, to be paid by the roads using the 
depot, the state reserve fund being util- 
ized for the purpose of bullding the depot, 
This fund is now in the state depositories, 
yielding only 2 per cent per annum. 

In writing to the weekly press asking 
for expressions on this subject, The Con- 


stitution said: 


It is proposed that the state reserve 
fund arising from the sale of state prop- 


erties, and which can only be applled to 
the payment of the state’s bond- 
ed indebtedness, the first of which 16 
due in 1915, be used for this purpose. ‘This 
amcunt is now in the state depositories 
It ap- 
plied to the building of a depot it will 
yield 6 per cent annually, and dy the 
time the firat of the state bonds become 
due the state will have received in annual 
interest rentals from its depot more than 
the reserve fund now amounts to, and 
will also have the depot in addition, free 
from incumbrance, und will absolutely 
control the depot altuation in Atlanta at 
the time the new lease of the state road 
taxes places. 

It is conceded by everybody that the 
present depot facilities in Atlanta are en- 
tirely Inadequate and that a new depot 
must be bullt on the state's property, or 
that most of the raflroads must bulld @ 
new depot elsewhere. Thin they are per- 
fectly willing to do, and will do if the 


state does not complete the new depot 


and accept them aa tenants, 

For them to go elsewhere, leaving the 
atate road as the sole occupant of its de- 
pot, and tranaferring the depot to another 
point would, it ts meneraliv admitted, 
damage the value of the atate’s property 
at least $1,000,000 and seriously injure the 
leane value of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. 

It is simply a question as to whether oF 
not the state will improve ita own prope 
erty, getting 6 per cent on the Investe- 
ment—on money which now yields it 8 
per cent—or will it permit the terminal. 
value of its road to be seriously impaired 
and the lease value of its road seriously 
injured by having the-unlon depot trans- 
ferred to another point. a 

The proposition as outlined has been’ 
warmly commended by Governor Candler 
in his message and by ex-Governor Hen- 
ry D. McDaniel, and is supported by 
many of the foremost business men ig 
both houses of the general assembly, 

HOW THE PAPERS VIEW IT. 

As will be seen from the expressions 
published below, there is a very streng: 
sentiment in all parts of the state that 
the legislature will make a mistake 
should it fail to view the question from 
a business standpoint. Some newspapers 
oppose any legislation on the line suge- 
gested, different reasons being ascribed 
The letters, how- 
ever, speak for themselves and indicate 
very clearly the widespread approval of 
the plan which ‘has been recommended 
by the governor and which, with the ex- 
ception of a single member, was unani- 
mously reported to the house of repre- 
sentatives by the special committee of 
the house, which had the matter under 
consideration for several weeks,

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PENSION FRAUDS 
- BRING EXPOSED 


In Charleston a Big Scheme Has Been 
Unearthed. 


TWO MEN ARE ARRESTED 


Attorney and a Notary Are Charged 
with Crooked Work. 


PLAN WORKED ON A LARGE SCALE 


Sea Irland Negroes Have Been Uted 


in Meking the Applications 
to Washington. 


Charleston, S. C., December 3.—(Special.) 
What is claimed to be a wholesale fraud- 
ulent scheme to obtain pension money 
from the federal government is being un- 
earthed in Charleston, and already two 
of the pension attorneys, charged with 
being ringleaders, have been placed un- 
der arrest. They are George P. McClay, 
a pension agent and notary public, and 
Solomon Brown, a notary. They were 
arrested on a charge of forgery, and have 
been bound over to the district court on 
heavy bond. The district court will be 
convened on December 4th, and the case 
will be heard then, but the pension ex- 
aminers who were sent to Charleston ex- 
pect to have other indictments before 
the hearing is begun. It is said that 
probably fifty people will be mixed up in 
the affair, and nearly, this many arrests 
will be made, it fs claimed. 

For several months the pension, bureau 
has been working quietly around Charles- 
ton, and out of the bulk of the evidence 
secured it is said that this is strong 
enough to lodge the ringleaders behind 
prison bars for a good long term. Hune 
dreds of pension papers which were sent 
to Washington were found to be forger- 
les, and the plan to defraud was s0 great 
that immediate steps were taken to ap- 
prehend the leaders. The pension agents 
have been using ignorant negroes on the 
sea islands as uupes, but many of these 
pension scekers are said to be into the 
fraudulent scheme. 

McClay, who is now in jail waiting trial, 
has been a pension agent here for several 
years, and he has worked up numbers of 
claims for negroes who alleged that they 
had grounds for asking federal aid. A 
great amount of money is paid out here 
every year to negroes who were supposed 
to have served in the unlon army, but 
the bulk of the money has gone to un- 
scrupulous blacks who were not entitled 
to it. The arrest of the men alleged 
to be ringleaders has caused the wild- 
est excitement among negroes who were 
mixed up in the pension affairs, and it is 
expected that the government will have 
difficulty in finding other law breakers 
who will be wanted for trial. 


SAWS BOARDS FOR HIS COFFIN. 


Virginian, Over One Hundred Years 
Old, Ready To Die. 
Richmond, Va., December 3.—(Specia!l.) 
Joseph Sims, perhaps the only centenarian 
living in Virginia, has sawed up a set of 
boards out of which his coffin is to be 
made when he dies, and in order to keep 
them from being stolen has placed them 
under the mattress of his bed. Mr. Sims 
lives near Cuckoo, in Louisa county, and 
is an interesting character. He has led 
a hermit’s life for vears. He had a se- 
vere iliness in September and it was 
thought he would die. About that time 
some one, perhaps michievous boys, stole 
the pine boards which he had stored 
away for his coffin. Having recovered, he 
sawed up new boards last week and now 
sleeps on them. Records have recently 
been found which indicate that Mr. Sims, 
who had been looked upon as ninety-six, 
ras born in 1798, making him 102 years 

old.

river, where a raft has been forming for 
years, states the situation is growing 
somewhat alarming. The raft, which has 
been gradually added to year in and year 
out by freshets, now extend twelve miles 
up the river from the mouth and the 
Swell of the river of times floods the en- 
tire country for five miles on each side 
of the river and to such an extent that 
much of the land is under water most of 
the time.

A chancery suit has been instituted in 
the court of law and chancery for a set- 
tlement of the partnership heretofore 
existing between Miss Jennie C. Tucker 
and Miss L. A. Blick, both prominent 
ladies, who conducted a school on Fen- 
church street. Action was brought by 
Miss Tucker, who avers that Miss Blick 
suddenly broke the partnership agreement 
between them and thereby placed her in 
a most emberraasing position. Strained 
relations between the ladies now exist, 
and only after employing counsel was 
Miss Tucker, the plaintif? in the case, 
given a portion of the school desks and 
paraphernalia used in the Tucker and 
Blick school. 

The trial of the $20,000 damage suit of 
Miss Nellie V. Mason, a Norfolk society 
girl, against the Norfolk Railway and 
Light Company, was begun before Judge 
Martin and a special jury in the court of 
law and chancery this morning. Miss’ 
Mason appeared in court with her mother 
and brother. She was on the witness stand 
for some time and told of the street car 
accident on York street in which she 
war injured several months ago, and out 
of which the present case grew, The jury 
tonight rendered a verdict of $1,000. 

The plaintiff's bill has been filed in the 
case of Harry Mapps Brower, late of 
Long Branch, but now a resident of Vir- 
ginia, and sets forth that he married 
the defendant, Nellie Lane Allensby, of 
Oakhurst, N. J., under a misapprehen- 
sion. After the ceremony he found, it is 
alleged, that he had been grossly de- 
ceived. He asks the court to dissolve the 
marriage.

Virginia Judge Rules Cancellation 
by a Bank Is Legal. 6 

Richmond, Va., December 3.—(Speciai.) 
An interesting ruling has been made by 
Judge George G. Grattan, of Rockingham 
county, touching the admissibility in ev- 
idence of a bank check on which the par- 
ty drawing the same fails to affix a rev- 
enve stamp. Judge Grattan’s decision 
follows an opinion of the Georgia court 
of appeals, no case having yet been pase- 
ed upon by the Virginia supreme court.

Since the state owns a road, it logically 
follows that the state must have terminal 
facilities. That it can invest the reserve 
fund, which can be applied only to the 
relief of the state’s bonded indebtedness, 
in property that is a necessity for its

Editor Constitution—For the present

All 
the powers concur in emphatic disclaim- 
ers of any purpose of aggrandizement 
through the dismemberment of the em- 
pire. 1 am disposed to think that due 
compensation may bs made in part by 
increased guarantees of security for for- 
eign rights and immunities, and most im- 
pertant of all, by the opening of China to 
the equal commerce of all the world. 

“The government of Russia has put 
forward a suggestion that in the event of 
protracted divergence of views in regard 
to indemnities the matter may be rele- 
ated to the court of arbitration at The 
Hague. I favorably incline to this, be- 
eving that hich tribunal could not fall 
to reach a solution no leas conducive to 
the stabllitv and enlarged prosperity of 
China itself than immediately beneficial 
to the powers,” 


LIQUOR TRADE IN AFRICA. 


ROCEEDING to other questions cf 
Interest the message next discusses 
Belgium's request for the ratification of 
the international convention of June 1, 
1899. On this subject it reads as follows: 
“We have been urgently solicited by 
Belgium to ratify the international con- 
vention of June 1, 1899, amendatory of the 
previous convention of 1890 in respect to 
the refutation of the liquor trade in 
Africa. Compliance was necessarily 
withheld in the absence of the advice 
and consent of the senate thereto. The 
principle invoived has the cordial sym- 
pathy of this government, which in the 
revisionary negotiations, advocated more 
drastic measures, and I would gladly see 
its extension by international agreement 
to the restriction of the liquor traffic to 
all uncivilized peoples, especially in the 
western Pacific.” 

Next the message calla attention to the 
conference to be held at Brussels on De- 
cember 11, 1900, in the interest of the pro- 
tection of industrial patents. 


SOUTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 


5 regard to South American affairs the 
message says: 

“In the interest of expanding trade be- 
tween this country and South America 
efforts have been made during the past 
year to conclude conventions with the 
southern republics for the enlargement of 
postal facilities. Two such agreements 
were Signed with Bolivia on April 24th, of 
which the money order system is under- 
going certain changes suggested by the 
postoffice department. A treaty of extra- 
dition with that country, signed on the 
same day, is before the senate.

Much will depend 
upon regulations not yet promulgated, 
which we confidently hope will be free 
from the discriminations which attended 
the enforcement of the old statutes. 

“The remaining link in the new line of 
direct telegraphic communication between 
the United States and the German em- 

fre has recently been completed, afford- 

ng a gratifying occasion for exchange of 
friendly congratulations with the German 
emperor.“ .

“In my last message I referred at con- 
siderable length to the lyncBing of five 
Italians at Tallulah. Notwithstanding the 
efforts of the federal government the pro- 
duction of evidence tending to inculpate 
the authors of this grievous offense 
against our civilization and the repeated 
inquests set on foot by the authorities 
of the state of Louisiana, no punishment 
has followed. Successive grand juries 
have failed to tIndict. The representa- 
tions of the Itallan government in the 
face of this miscarriage have been most 
temperate and just. 

“Setting the principle at issue high 
above all consideration of merely pecu- 
niary indemnificafion, such as this gov- 
ernment, made in the three previous 
cases, Italy has solemnly invoked the 
pledges of existing treaty and asked that 
the justice to which she is entitled shall 
be meted in regard to her unfortunate 
countrymen in our territory with the 
same full measure she herself would give 
to any American were his reciproca: 
treaty rights contemned. 

„ renew the urgent recommendations 
I made last year that congress appropri- 
ately confer upon the federal courts ju- 
risdiction in this class of international 
cases, where the ultimate responsibilty 
of: the federal government may de in- 
volved, and I invite action upon the bills 
to accomplish this which were introduced 
in the senat? and the house. It is in- 
cumbent upon us to remedy the statuto- 
r¥ omission which has led, and may again 
lead, to such untoward results. I have 
pointed out the necessity and the prece- 
dent for legtslatlon of this character. Its 
enactment is a simple measure of pre- 
visory justice toward the nations ith 
which we as a sovereign equal make 
treaties requiring reciprocal observance, 

“While the Italian government na tural- 
ly regards such action as the primary and 
indeed the most essential element in the 
disposal of the Tallulah incident, I ad- 
vise that in accordance with precedent, 
and in view of the probability of that

MORE MONEY FOR SPAIN. 
ATISFACTORY progress has been 


made toward the conclusicn of a 
general treaty of friendship and inter- 
course with Spain, in replacement of the 
old treaty, which passed into abeyance 
by reason of the late war. A new conven- 
tion of extradition is approaching com- 
pletion and I should be much pleased 
were a commercial arrangement to fol- 
low. I feel that we should not suffer to 
pass an opportunity to reaffirm the cordial 
ties that existed between us and Spain 
from the time of our earliest independ- 
ence and to enhance the mutual benefits 
of that commercial intercourse which is 
natural between the two countries. 

By the terms of the treaty of peace

APPOINTMENTS ANNOUNCED 


Chief Executive Sends Letter to His 
Constitutional Substitute Ask- 
ing Him To Officiate in 
His Stead for the 
Present. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 3.—( Spe- 
clal.)— President W. D. Jelks, of the sen- 
ate, today was served with a written re- 
quest to take charge of the office of gov- 
ernor. The request was brought down by 
Captain T. D. Samford, son and private 
secretary of the governor, this morning. 
He has been at his father’s bedside and 
reports that the improvement of the gov- 
ernor continues. Mr. Jelks, upon recelv- 
ing the request, took charge of the office 
of governor, filing in the office of the 
secretary of state his oath as governor 
of Alabama. During today he occupied 
the inner office of the governor and was 
discharging the duties of the governor. 
Captain T. D. Samford will remain as 
private secretary to the governor. He 
will continue, it is said, until Governor 


Samford is completely restore and the | 


office force will remain the same. Michael 
Screws will continue as recording secre- 
tary, and V. M. Drake as messenger. 
President Jelks will aischarge all the du- 
tlen of governor. He will sign bills and 
transact the business of the office as act- 
ing governor. Mr. Jelks has always been 
watchful in the matters of appointments. 
He has always gone slow in affairs touch- 
ing the state treasury. He is a successful 
business man, and no man is quicker to 
grasp and gauge a business proposition. 
It is predicted that the administration of 
the acting governor will be one of merit 
and honor. Mr. Jelks said: 

“Today's appointments are Governor 
Samfora’s. Any other that may be made 
during my incumbency will be mine and 
they will be delayed as long as posslble.“

The practically unanimous report of 


the committee on the building of a 


depot on the state’s property in this 


city comes up in the house this morn- 
ing. 3 

The undertaking proposed is one of 
pure business nature. The state of 
Georgia owns a railroad which was 
built many years ago, and which has 
long held the key to the railroad sit- 
uation in Georgia. For twenty years 
the state received a regular rental of 
$300,000 a year, which, to that extent, 
lessened the tax which otherwise the 


taxpayers would have been forced to 


meet. The state is now in receipt of a 
regular yearly rental of $420,000 for 
this property. The increased rental is 
due largely to the fact that the state, 
owning the best terminal facilities in 
the city, has had as customers the other 
railroads centering here, its terminal 
giving it a commanding position, and 
one which goes far toward fixing the 
value of the road. 


The railroads have now outgrown 


the accommodation they have here- 
tofore enjoyed. They refuse longer to 


be tenants where their wants are not 


provided for. They are willing to re- 
main if properly housed; if not, they 
propose to go off by themselves, and 
leave the state road, single-handed, to 
fight an unequal battle with commerce. 
This would take away from the pres- 
ent depot the value which attaches to 


that common point elsewhere. One of 


Star, sees in it “self-defense against the 
loss of good paying tenants, and the 
consequent depreciation of its own 
property.” Mr. J. T. Gibson, of The 
Cedartown Advance, holds it to be a 
matter of “state wide’ interest.” It 
Mr. J. N. Moore, of The Milledgeville

William Park, of The Sandersville 
Herald, declares that “since the state 
Owns a road, it logically follows that 
the state must have terminal facill- 
ties.“ Mr. J. A. Reese, of The Eatonton 
Messenger, thinks that “6 per cent 
against 2 should settle the matter by 
itself.“ Mr. Daniel B. Turner, of The 
Statesboro Ilerald, says the argument 
for the depot is “conclusive.” . 

And so on we might go on with the 
list. Those who belleve in progress 
and who understand the situation 
speak clearly for the plan. The attor- 
ney general has declared for the con- 
 atitutionality of this use of the money; 
the property in connection with which 
it is proposed to be used is the best

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CARDINAL GIBBONS TALKS 
OF NEW YORK CHURCHES 


BY N. V. 


I sat in the parlor of the parsonage 
of the Church of the Immaculate Con- 
‘ception for an hour yesterday afternoon, 
waiting to see Cardinal Gibbons, who, 
fatigued by his journey, was resting up- 
stairs. Father Bazin had told me he 
would inform his eminence of my desire 
for a brief interview when he came out 
of hia chamber. 

As I waited I considered for the rst 
time wnat questions I should ask the 
great prelate if he gave me audience. 
I thought of the many Protestant church- 
es whose architectural grandeur adorns 
the fashionable quarter of New York 
thar had so their ancient properties in 
the lower part of the great metropolis at 
an enormous financial advantage and 
moved uptown. Their former sites, with 
their moldy tombstones for more than 
half a century indifferent to the mael- 
atrom of traffic that surged Just over the 
protecting black iron fences, now at- 
ford foundations for bulldings of the 
sky-scraping variety., The weather scar- 
red old temples and the picturesque 
graves have been swallowed at a guip by 
the Moloch of commercialism. These bué- 
iness transactions made many of the 
churches rich, but removed them from 
the region of souls. The teeming hun- 
dreds of thousands of the lower third of 
Manhattan were becoming churchless as 
the aristocratic hegira proceeded north- 
ward. The CathoHe church did not sell 
ite downtown properties, no matter how 
tempting the bids of the real estate 
agents. It stayed right there and multi- 
plied its houses of worship. I determined 
to ask the cardinal somethin about this 
and the evident democracy of Catholic- 
ism. 

Rev. Lows O' Donovan, the cardinal's 
secretary, came downstairs at length, and 
to him I explained briefly why I desired 
to converse with his eminence. He did 
not encourage me that the interview 
could be had, explaining that Cardinal 
Gibbons had a very limited time in which 
to get ready to drive to the depot to take 
the train for New Orleans. 
secretary said he would tell the cardinal 
of my wishes. : 

In a few minutes Cardinal Gibbons and 
Father O’Donovan entered the parlor to- 
gether. The distinguished prelate wore 
the red skullcap of his holy office and 
held his silk hat in hig hand. He had on 
his overcoat and was evidently about 
to leave the parsonage. 

Cardinal Gibbons is a man apparently 
in the ngeridian of life, somewhat above 
medium height, with no superfiuous flesh 
on his frame. His closely trimmed hair is 
iron gray, and his clean-shaven face has 
on it lines that stamp the scholar and 
ascetic. It is a serenely thoughtful face, 
but not one whose spirituality has held it 
aloof from the rough and tumble arena 
of ideas. On the contrary, it is the face 
of one used to grappling with what are 
called the problems of the day, in the 
fashion of the intellectual gladiator. It 
betokens a strong mentality, alert and 
resourceful. And, above all, it possesses 
the peculiar dignity of the best Celtic 
type. 

When he speaks to you, his eminence 
look& you through with his penetrating 
blue-gray eyes and seems to have di- 
vined your unspoken thought and antici- 
pated your question. He answers with 
the incisiveness of his glance—directly, 
chearly, tersely, and with a frankness 
that puts you at your ease. There is noth- 


ing of the secretiveness and suspicion 


of the diplomat in look or reply. He does 
not act as though he were guarding a 
state secret that you were insidiously 
trying to worm out of him. This is note- 
worthy, for a reporter meets it so fre- 
quently in dignitaries of whatever kind, 
particularly ‘in ecclesiastics. 

The cardinal shook my hand with the 
frankness of his look and speech. 

“My secretary has told me your ques- 
tion.“ he remarked with a kindly twin- 
kie in his eye. Tou want an expression 
on the democracy of Catholiciam, That is 
rudimental and can be answered by him 
The Catholic church is 
nothing if not democratic. You must ex- 
cuse me, as I am about to leave for the 
depot and must make some little prepara- 
tions. My secretary will speak for me.“ 

“Your eminence,” I returned, deter- 
mined to at least get a few words out 
of him, Dr. Madison C. Peters, the well- 
known minister of New York, who ia to 
lecture in Atlanta shortly, has pointed 
out the fact that Protestantism has vir- 
tually abandoned the lower third of New 
York to the Catholics by moving its 
churches: from among the poorer classes 
to the fashionable avenues around and 
above Central park. Where Protestant 
churches, with almost the single excep- 
tion of Trinity, are still represented in 
the down town and east side districts, 
they have degenerated into little more 
than charitable missions, and many have 
not even left missions behind them. Of 
course, the working classes of lower New 
York do not take kindly to such a situa- 
tion, and many thousands of them have 
ceased attending church altogether. As 
the Catholic church has not only re- 
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as well as by me.

mained in this church-abandoned district, 
but has built many fine new churches and 
cathedrals there, I thought you would be 
willing to tell the readers of The Consti- 
tution something about the democracy of 
Catholicism along the lines I have indi- 
cated. The work of such priests as Fa- 
ther Thomas Ducey among the working 
people and poor of New York has attract- 
ed much admiration.” 

The cardinal touched me kindly on the 
shoulder and his face lighted with an in- 


terest he had not evinced before. He half 


pushed me back into the char from which 
I had risen, 

“Sit down,” he said, warmly. “I must 
take a few minutes, even at the risk of 
missing the train, to talk on such a theme 
as that. 

„First, you must know that the dignity 
of the soul is the cornerstone of the 
Catholic church. With us the soul is 
everything—the man nothing, socially 
apeaking. From the days of the Disciple 
Peter, we have been fishers of men. 
Whether in the slums of a great city or 
in the wilds of heathenry, the church has 
labored with an eye single to snatching 
humanity as brands from the burning. 

“If in America the Christian religion 
were not made accessible to the people in 
the mass, and the poor did not have the 
goapel preached unto them, how strange 
would be the spgctacie of a great foreign 
mission organisation supported by the 
benevolence of the privileged few who 
hear the word under imposing steeples of 
a Sunday. 

“Catholicism has never deserted the 
people. It has instead sought them out, 
whatever their station or walk in life, 
and planted the cross in the midst cf 
them. The soul is more precious to the 
church than gold, though jt repose in the 
breast of a beg®ar. Nor has the church 
been unmindful of the bodies of the least 
of these our brethren. Catholicism .has 
nothing to blush for when inquiry is made 
into the extent of its philanthropy. If 
the burden of saciety’s extremely poor 
and unfortunate ones has been largely 
resigned to the charity of the Catholic 
church in some communities, the church 
has met it as becomes a Christian organ- 
ization with a heart full of pity, mercy 
and love and a generosity of purse com- 
mensurate with the degree of its mate- 
rial stewardship. 

“The Catholic church will never leave 
the region of souls. If it can afford beau- 
ties of architecture, splendors of art and 
comforts for the worshipper, these are 
fir high and low, rich and poor alike 
A cathedral will lift its gilded spires and 
throw wide its sculpured doors beside 
tenement house and factory, because 
among the teeming thousands in the 
dingy haunts of labor, poverty and sin 
are the souls more precious in God's eyes 
than purple and fine linen. The Catholic 
church is planted there, regardless of all 
temporal considerations, and there it will 
remain.“ a 

„The Catholic church,” I ventured, “has 
shown self to be in close sympathy, not 
only with what is most democratic in re- 
pulfican institutions, but through his 
holiness, the pope, 
ground on the great social question, par- 
ticularly the phase of organised labor. I 


understand your eminence is a staunch ‘ 


advgcate of trade unionism.” 

‘Throughout the United States and 
Great Britain there is today a contin- 
uous network of syndicates and trusts,

“When corporations thus combine, it is 
quite natural that mechanics and laborers 
should follow their example, It would be 
as unjust to deny to workingmen the 
right to band together because of the 
abuees incident to such combinations as 
to withhold the same right from capital- 
ista because they sometimes unwarrant- 
ably seek to crush or abeorb weaker 
rivads. Another potent reason for en- 
couraging labor unions suggests itself to 
my mind. Secret societies jucking in dark 
places and plotting the overtggow of ex- 
isting governments have been the bane 
of continental Europe. 
policy of these governments and their 
mistrust of the intelligence and virtue of 
the people have aiven rise to those mis- 
chievous organisations; for men are apt 
to conspire in secret if not permitted to 
express their views openly. The public 
recognition among us of the right to or 
ranize implies a confidence in the intel- 
ligence and honsety of the masses; it 
affords them an opportunity of training 
themselves in the school of self-govern- 
ment and in the art of self-discipline; it 
takes awax from them every excuse and 
pretext for the formation of dangerous 
societies; it exposes to the light of public 
scrutiny the constitution and laws of the 
association and the deliberations of the 
members: it Inspings them with a sense 
of their responsibility as citizens and 
with a laudable desire of meriting the ap- 
proval of their fellow citizens.”

That 
twelve-thirds divided by four-fifths equais 
U-thirds, which equais five, is quickly 
comprehended by the child of ten, and 
it is stated by those who have made a 
study of the subject that the characters 
used by the Chinese are few in number 
and commonly comprehensive. In fact, 
the written Chinese is already largely 
used by all the peoples who fringe her 
border, and in a recent number of Mind 
it is stated that Japanese scholars frank- 
ly admit that in attempting to deal with 
metaphysics and kindred subjects they 
are compelled to resort to it. :

BELL OUT FOR REFORM ) 
IN SCHOOL AFFAIRS 

The session of the senate yesterday 
morning was taken up mainly with the 
reading of house bills the second time 
and other routine matters. 

The first action of interest came when 
Senator Allen moved to reconsider the 
action of the senate in passing the 
amendment to the house bill which 
sought to regulate the payment of in- 
solvent costs in the county court of Han- 
cock. This bill as amended caused quite 
a heated debate in the senate at last Fri- 
day’s session and it was made the special 
order for today. Senator Allen’s motion 
to reconsider was also made the special 
order for this morning, and it is an as- 
sured fact that there will be another de- 
bate when the matter comes up. 

Senator Bell introduced a resolution 
that will also come up today and the 
chances are that it will create a stir. 
Senator Bell's resolution calls on the 
committee on education to investigate 
the manner of educating the negro and 
advise some means of encouraging him 
in agriculture and in buying homes. Sen- 
ator Bell is a man of strong convictions 
and he is of the opinion that education 
does the negro more harm than it does 
good and that the whites of the state are 
impoverishing themselves to educate the 
blacks. He has now in the senate a bill 
that provides that the taxes of the two 
races be divided so that the negro will 
only get such education as he pays taxes 
for. The resolution was introduced yes- 
terday by Senator Bell and he requested 
that it be put on its passage, but one of 
the senators objected. Senator Bell was 
at first disposed to fight the matter and 
have the resolution either adopted or 
killed yesterday, but he finally consent- 
ed to have it go over until today. In 
consenting to have the matter go over

Judiciary Committee Mects. 

The general judiciary committee met 
last night in the room of Senator Sulll-

Mr. Elisha Winter, of Bos- 
ton, secretary of the Georgia Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association, spoke first against the 
stamps, and his argument was a strong 
one. He went entirely over the matter 
from the standpoint of the merchant and 
described what hardships the stamps 
worked on him. Several of the local mer- 
chans spoke against the stamps—some 
of them who had and were using them 
and others who were not allowed to do 
so—and all ot them condemned the cus- 
tom vigorously. Those who want to op- 
pose the bill were not heard last night, 
but will be given a chance tunight when 
the committee meets again. There were 
quite a number of weil known Atlanta 
attorneys present who will speak for the 
stamp people and it is certaih that the 
tight w... be a hard one. Senator Smith, 
wno introduced the bill, did not speak 
long last night, but stated that he would 
be neard from later. He is going to push 
the bill vigurously.

The noti- 
fication was in the nature of the following 
letter, which was accompanied by a full 
list of the committee: ; 

„Atlanta, Ga., December 3—Gentlemen: 
Acting under authority of a resolution 
passed at a citizens’ meeting on Satur- 
day last, I have appointed the foregoing 
committee to consider and formulate a 
plan for the proposed textile exposition 
to be held in Atlanta two years hence. 
The committee is requested to meet at 
4 o'clock p. m. on Friday next, the 7th 
instant, in the rooms of the Atlanta 
Business Men's League, Prudential build- 
ing. 

In the meantime each member of the 
committee is urged to take the matter 
under consideration and endeavor, as far 
as possible, to mature definite plans that 
may be suggested at the meeting. 

The proposed textile exposition is of 
tremendous importance ty Atlanta, the 
state and the entire south. We have an 
opportunity to eclipse any of our past 
achievements in this line, and I am con- 
tident the committee will be able to out- 
line a plan that can be carried to pre- 
eminent success,

At the meeting Friday afternoon the 
committee will consider the most feasi- 
ble propositions for the big exposition, 
andeas soon as plans are formulated a 
report will be submitted to another mass 
meeting of citizens to be called when the 
committee has reached a decision. More 
than one meeting may be necessary be- 
fcre the committee definitely settles on 
the plans for the big enterprise, as each 
member is desirous of adopting plans that 
will result in the greatest measure of 
success. 

It is probable that experts in the tex- 
tile business will be invited to appear be- 
fore the committee to offer suggestions 
as to the possibilities of a textile exposi- 
tion and to express their ideas as to the 
best policy to be pursued. 

The greatest of the great strides made 
by the south in many years past has 
been in the production and manufacture 
of cotton and the men who have made 
this business a study will be able te give 
the committee the benefit of some val- 
uable information. The general opinion 
prevailing is that the nature of the expo- 
sition should be textile, as it is Gonsidered 
that such an enterprise would show off 
to the best advantage the great resources 
and possibilities of the south. 

The textile exposition would open the 
eyes of the world to the value of the 
south’s great staple and would likely be 
the means of bringing in the cotton states 
immense amounts of capital, much of 
which would be transformed into great 
cotton mills. One idea of the exposition 
is to show the necessity for the manu- 
facture of cotton mill machinery in the 
south. 

The announcement that the movement 
for the proposed exposition has assumed 
shape was greeted with pleasure through- 
out the city. The movement is making

“The last Hawaltian census, taken in 
the year 18%, gives a total population of 
109,20, of which 31.019 were native Ha- 
Waiians.

The results of the fed- 
eral census, taken this year, shows the 
Islands to have a total population of 1ol,- 
(01. Showing an increase over that re- 
perted in 1896 of 44,981, or 41.2 per cent. 

“There has been marked progtess in 
the educational, agricultural and rail- 
road developments of the islands. 

“In the territorial act of April 30, 1900. 
section 7, of said act, repeals chapter 4 
of the civil laws of Hawaii whereby the 
government was to assist in encouraging 
and developing the agricultural resources 
of the republie, especially irrigation, The 
governor of Hawaii recommends legisla- 
nen looking ie the development of such 
water supply as may exist on the public 
lands with a view of promoting land set- 
tlement. The earnest consideration . of 
the congress is invitei to this important 
recommendation, and others, as em- 
bodied in the report of the secretary of 
the interior, 


CENSUS IS COMPLETE. 


‘Cor HE director of the census states 
that the work in connection with 
the twelfth census is progressing favor- 
ably. This national undertaking ordered 
by the congress each decade has finally 
resulted in the collection of an aggrega- 
tion of statistical facts to determine the 
industrial growth of the country, its man- 
ufacturing and mechanical rescurces, its 
richness in mines and forests, the num- 
ber of its agriculturists, their farms and 
products, its educational and religious 
crportunities, as well as questions per- 
taining to sociological conditions. 

The labors of the officials in charge of 
the bureau indicate that the law of March 
3. ISM, requiring the completion of the 
fcur important and most desired sub- 
jects, namely, population, agricultural, 
manufacturing and vital statistics, will 
be completed within the prescribed limit. 

“The fleld work incident to the above 
inquiries is now practically finished and 
as a result the population of th states 
and territories, including the Hawaiian 
is ands and Alaska, has been announced. 
The growth of population during the iast 
decade amounts to cover thirteen million, 
a greater numerical Increase than in 
any previous census in the history of the 
cc untry.,

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House Committee Will Report

ACTION TAKEN LAST NIGHT 


Howard Measure Calling for an Ap- 
propriation of $50,000 To 
Brect New Building for 
Asylum Is Also 
Favored. 


The appropriation committee of the 
house, at a meeting last night, decided 
to recommend the passage of the Wight 
bill calling for an appropriation of 346,000 
per year for the maintenance of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, and also the 
sum of $16,000 for the establishment of 
an electrical department, with the pro- 
viso that Captain Lyman Hall would 
secure a similar stm outside. This he 


agreed to do. 

During the committee meeting several 
gentlemen other than the president of 
the ‘nstitution spoke in favor of the 
measure. These were Nat Harris, of Ma- 
con: C. C. Houston and Mr. Wight, the 
author of the bill. Little or no opposition 
to the bill developed during the session 
of the committee. Mr. Hardwick, of 
Washington, feared that increased appro- 
priations would mean an increase in the 
tax rate of the state, and moved that the 
amount for the maintenance of the school 
bo put at $30,000, the figures of last year. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, offered an amend- 
ment to the effect that it be made $40,000, 
and the measure was then favorably 
voted on. 

The committee also reported favorably 
the passage of the Howard bifl calling for 
an appropriation of $290,000 pe 8 to 
maintain the state insane asylum at Mil- 
ledgeville and the sum of $150,000 payable 
in two years to erect another house to 
accommodate 1,000 persons so that the 
present congested state of affairs might 
be relieved. 3 

The bill providing for an appropriation 
of $5,000 to bulld a giris’ dormitory at 
the state school at Dahlonega was re- 
ported upon favorably, and its passage 
will be recommended. The committee 
agreed to recommend that $22,500 be ap- 
propriated for 1901-02 for the state normal 
college at Athens. 

This appropriation carries with it the 
proviso to build an adequate system of 
sewerage fur the college, and also pro- 
vides for repairs and needed additions. 

The committee will meet again either 
this afternoon or tonight to take up other 
important matters, 0

House Committee Will Report }

ACTION TAKEN LAST WIGHT 


Howard Measure Calling for an Ap- 
propriation of $50,000 To 
Erect New Building for 
Asylum Is Also 
Favored. 


The appropriation committee of the 
house, at a meeting last night, decided 
to recommend the passage of the Wight 
bill calling for an appropriation of $40,000 
per year for the maintenance of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, and also the 
sum of $16,000 for the establishment of 
an electrical department, with the pro- 
viso that Captain Lyman Hall would 
secure a similar sum outside. This he 


agreed to do. 

During the committee: meeting several 
gentlemen other than the president of 
the ‘nstitution spoke in favor of the 
measure. These were Nat Harris, of Ma- 
con: C. C. Houston and Mr. Wight, the 
author of the bill. iAttle or no opposition 
to the bill developed during the session 
of the committee. Mr. Hardwick, of 
Washington, feared that increased appro- 
priations would mean an increase in the 
tax rate of the state, and moved that the 
amount for the maintenance of the schoo! 
bo put at $30,000, the figures of last year. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, offered an amend- 
ment to the effect that it be made $40,000, 
and the measure was then favorably 
voted on. 

The committee also reported favorably 
the passage of the Howard bifl calling for 
an appropriation of $290,000 per year to 
maintain the state insane asylum at Mil- 
leigeville and the sum of $150,000 payabie 
in two years to erect another house to 
accommodate 1,000 persons so that the 
present congested state of affairs might 
be relieved, 

The bill providing for an appropriation 
of 68.000 to build a girls’ dormitory at 
the state school at Dahlonega was re- 
ported upon favorably, and its passage 
will be recommended, The committee 
agreed to recommend that $22,300 be ap- 
propriated for 1901-03 for the state normal 
college at Athena, | 

This appropriation carries with it the 
proviso to build an adequate system of 
rewernge fur the college, and also pro- 
vides for repairs ami needed additions, 

The committee will meet again either 
this afternoon or tonight to take up other 
important matters,

DETECTIVES AFTER 
GANG OF ROGUES 


Lot of Valuable Goods Has Been Re- 
covered by Officers. 


ORGANIZED GANG JS ROUTED 


Supposed To Be in a Society with 
Passwords and Signs. 


SEVERAL ARRESTS HAVE. BEEN MADE 


A Storekeeper on Fraser Street Be- 
hind the Bars on Charge of Se- 
creting Stolen Goods.

Since last Saturday city detectives have 


which have developed into the supposed 
discovery of probably the largest organ- 
ized gang of thieves that has ever existed 
in Atlanta. 

Ten arrests have already been made and 
others are to follow. In every instance 
the thief is a negro who has been a trust- 


ed employee of some prominent merchant 
in the city. 

Yesterday a storekeeper on Fraser 
street was arrested and he is belleved 
to be the man who has been disposing of 
the stolen goods. 

The officers have captured a large lot 
of fine goods, including jewelry, silver- 
ware, watches, chinaware and silk goods. 
The goods were found stored away in the 
store of Henry Turner at No. 147 Fraser 
street. Turner, after being placed be- 
hind the bars, gave the detectives some 
information which may lead to the dis- 
covery of all the members of the gang 
of rogues. 

The way the matter now looks, there 
have been about two or three hundred 
negro thieves who had a sort of society 
in the city. It is believed they had pass 
words and signals and that they were 
bound by an oath never to divulge the 
secrets of the order and to help each 
other when they got arrested. 

Some of the goods recovered by the de- 
tectives have already been identified by 
Montag and S. P. Richards. 

The officers wish to ascertain what firm 
in the city has such marks as: 8. N. 
K.“ and L. A. E.“ It is thought that 
if the firm using these marks can be 
socated a large lot of very valuable 
goods can be turned over to the owner 
and more evidence be secured to ferret 
out the workings of the gang of thieves. 

It was about a week ago that the city 
detectives went to work to recover some 
stolen goods. The goods were found and 
the discovery of them led to the further 
discovery of a gang of eight negroes who 
were stealing from their employers. Then 
came more developments and more ar- 
rests. 5 . 

It is said that Henry Turner secreted 
the stolen goods and sold them for the 
gang. It is certain that a lot of the 
goods stolen was found in his store yes- 
terday morning. 

Turner denies that he bought the goods 
knowing they were stolen. He says he 
believed the negroes who had the goods 
were selling them for their employers on 
commission. 

The matter is still being worked on 
and several more arrests may be made 
today.

ORK ON PLANT HAS BEGUN 


Will Take About Four Months To 
| Complete It.

THE LOSS WAS FULLY $60,000 


Order Has Already Been Filed for 
$2,500 Worth of Machinery, 
Which Will Be Filled Soon. 


The work of replacing the burned plant 
of the Chattahoochee Brick Company, at 
the Chattahoochee convict camp, was be- 
zun early yesterday morning and will be 
pushed rapidly to completion. The plant 
will probably not be in its former good 
condition. however, for about four 
months, as it will have to be almost en- 
tirely rebuilt. There was no change 
yesterday in the estimate of the loss, 
published in The Constitution, of $50,000 
or $60,000. 

The greatest loss will probably be to the 
machinery, the character of machinery 
used in the manufacture of,brick being 
very valuable, The brick mill, in which 
wes located a considerable quantity of 
machinery, was entirely destroyed. The 
electric plant, which furnished the lights 
for the camp and which was operated 
througyout the plant, was also badly 
damaged. The electric engine and dyna- 
mo, however, were saved. 

Captain J. W. English yesterday estl- 


mated the number of brick destroyed at 


600,000. He says that about one or two 
million brick were not damaged, and 
these will be used to fill the orders on 
hand, It is expected that the plant will 
be in partlal operation in about two 
weeks, 

Captain English states that no effort 
will be made to obtain a detailed lst of 
the losses, but that the company will 
simply proceed to replace the damage. 
An order has already been filed for ma- 
chinery to the value of about $2,500 and 
other ordera will be placed as soon as 
the extent of the damage to the ma- 
chinery is ascertained. A force of men 
were at work yesterday securing this in- 
formation.

W. T. Crenshaw and John M. Green, as 
Owners of property on the Southern rall- 
way known as the Beutell Manufacturing 
Company's plant, were yesterday tempo- 
rarily enjoined by order of Judge J. H. 

„hen. in the Fulton supertar court; 
from executing a deed of sale to that 
property, and Luther Lee Johnson was re- 
strained from receiving such a deed, 

This action was taken upon the com- 
plaint petition of Dabney H. Scoville, 
proprietor of the Marion hotel, who, 
through his attorneys, Tompkins & Als- 
ton, represented to the ocurt that on 
the 28th of last month he entered into an 
agreement to purchase the old Beutell 
property. 

This property is located at the end 
of Houston street and is directly upon 
the line of the Southern railway. The 
petition sets out that it was purchased 
from Morris Benjamin, trustee in bank- 
ruptcy for the Beutell Manufacturing 
Company. 

Mr. Scoville avers that the sale to him 
was made by C. A. Cheatham, acting for 
the owners, He says the agreement was 
that upon the conygyance of a fee simple 
title by warranty deed he was to pay 
the sum of 83,000, less $100, which was to 
go to the agent, 

He alleges that he pald the $100 and 
received a recelpt ror it, but has not re- 
ceived the deed, although prepared to 
pay the balance of the purchase money. 
Mr, Scoville says that as soon as he paid 
the $100, which, so he says, he thought 
bound the contract, he went out to the 
property, informed the watchman that 
he was now owner and formally took pos- 
session. : 

He charges that since then the owners 
have sold, or pretended to sell, the same 
property to Luthier Lee Johnson for 980 
more than was paid by Mr. Scoville. It 
is further charged that Mr. Johnson 
knew of what Mr. Scoville calls his rights, 
and the petition prays the court to have 
bim restrained from receiving a deed to 
the property.
